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SHORT VIEW, &. 


TH E Propoſals from Ireland, for 
ſettling the Trade between 
this Country and that, upon princi- 
ples of equity and mutual benefit; 
and above all, for uniting more 
cloſely the two Kingdoms, are un- 
doubtedly of the greateſt national 
importance. With this view, it is | 
material to examine, whether the 
objections raiſed, outweigh the ma- 
nifeſt advantage of ſuch a ſettle- 
ment. 
It is intended therefore, to ſtate 
briefly a few facts, in order to ſhew 
what Ireland enjoys already, from | 
former conceſſions, ſo as to be able 
bY to

to appretiate juſtly what is now pro- 
poſed to be given, for the important 
purpoſes before ſtated. | 

It was the Act of the 1 5th of 
Charles II. ch. 7, which for the firſt 
time confined to England alone, the 
liberty of ſending European produce 
to the Colonies, with a reſervation 
to Ireland to ſend ſervants, horſes, 
and victual ; ſome few other articles 
have been allowed to be ſent from 
thence by ſubſequent ſtatutes. 

It was 22 and 2 3 Charles II. 
ch. 2 6, which firſt prohibited Tobac- 
co, Sugar, Cotton, Dyeing Woods, 
and other enumerated produce of the 
Britiſh Colonies, from being ſent to 
Ireland, except through England: 
Both theſe Acts were explained and 
_ enforced. by ſubſequent Acts of Par- 


liament:

lament : So that in Law and in Fact, 
none of the enumerated produce of 
the Britiſh Plantations, before men- 
tioned, could be brought to Ireland 
in any other manner except through 
England, from that early period, to 
the year 1780. 

It was at this time, when the Ir ih 
Parliament had aſked ſpecifically for 
a Free Trade, as a redreſs of their 
grievances, that Lord North pro- 
poled and carried through the Act 
of 20 George III. ch. 10; this 


Law completely opened the direct 
Trade between Ireland and the Bri- 
th Plantations in America and Afri- 
a: For it enacted, That any goods 
which may be legally imported from 
britiſh America and Africa into Bri- 
uin, may, in like manner, be di-

While the Iriſh Trade was in thi 
manner made free to the Levant 
and to Europe, Africa and America; 
that with Great Britain continued 
fettered by various reſtrictions; and 
in conſequence, there ſubſiſted a MI. 
thouſand embarraſſments in the Com- 
merce between the Siſter-kingdoms, 
which ought on the contrary to be 
cheriſhed as a Coaſt Trade. It is to 
be remembered too, that when the 
important conceſſions before enume- 
rated were made by thoſe Miniſters 
nothing was required, at leaſt nothing 
was ſtipulated in return. No mes- 
fare was then adopted for giving ef- 
fect to the Act of Navigation, ſo 
delivered over (to uſe Mr. Foxs 
preſent language) to the cuſtody of 
the Iriſh Cuſtom-houſe Officers; and

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yet theſe fame men, with a happy 
conſiſtency for which they are ſo fa- 
mous, now urge this as a charge againſt 
the Syſtem at preſent propoſed. 

Nothing was, however, done by 
either of them, towards examining 
into the ſtate of the Manufactories of 
the two countries, with a view of 
removing the preſent, or guarding 
againſt future difficulties, and putting 
them on a footing of reciprocal advan- 
tages, ſo as to give a ſpur to the in- 
duſtry and exertions of each. 

The war of drawbacks and boun= 
ties, the claims of equalizing and 
protecting duties, the agreements for 
non- importation and non- conſumption 3 
of Britiſh Manufactures, and a ge- 
neral ſpirit of ' jealouſy and diſcon- 
tent, were the natural conſequences 


of theſe omiſſions.

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In this diſtracted ſtate were the 
affairs of Ireland delivered over to 
the prefent Miniſters; and, in conſe- 
quence of their inveſtigations, pro- 
poſals are now made to Parliament 
for a final ſettlement between the 
two kingdoms, which may be col. 
lected under three heads: 1ſt, That 
the produce of each kingdom {hal 
be imported into the other upon equal 
duties, taking for that purpoſe the 
loweſt rate of duty in each. 24h, 
That Foreign Goods which had been

hare for years, ſucceſsfully carried 


on a, competition with the Iriſh in 
their own Market, though they went 
thither loaded with taxes and charges 
of importation and ſale? 

If, however, any man entertains 


a doubt on this ſubject, let him ſuſ- 


pend his opinion till the Evidence is 


produced which was promiſed by the 
Miniſter. in the Houſe of Commons,

curate inveſtigation of every Manu- 
facture which can be affected by the 
arrangement; and let him in the 
mean time recollect, that the Iriſh 
Manufactures will come into this coun- 
try burdened with duties, in general 
amounting to Tol. per cent. which 
is ſurcly a ſufficient protection for 
eſtabliſhed Manufactures againſt any 
competition, 

To the ſecond meaſure ſome ob- 
jections have indeed been made, 
chiefly with a view to the Welt 
India Trade. It is ſuggeſted, that 
French Sugars will be ſmuggled from 
the Weſt-Indies to Ireland, and from 
thence to Britain. Tt is ſaid, as be- 
fore mentioned, that the cuſtody of 
the Act of Navigation is delivered 
to Irdand : And it is moreover af- 
: ſerted,

ſerted, that a breach would be made 
in that great bulwwark of our mari- 
time ſtrength. 

As to the firſt objection, it is ſure- 
ly apparent, that as the Law now 
ſtands upon Lord North's conceſſion, 
Sugars may be equally {muggled from 
the Weſt-Indies to Ireland, and may 
be thence ſmuggled to Britain, with 
almoſt equal eaſe as if they were 
admitted a lawful entry from Ireland 
to England. | 

Againſt this illicit Trade we have 
a double ſecurity ; the invariable po- 
licy of France, confirmed by innu- 
merable Edits, has been to prevent 
all foreign ſhips taking on board Su- 
gars, &c. in their Colonies ; and our 
Laws, both in England and Ireland, 
poſitively prohibit the importation of 

ſuch

ſuch produce from any parts, except 
from our own Colonies. It ſhould be 
conſidered alſo, that Sugar, from itz 
bulky package, cannot eaſily be ſhip- 
ped or landed fraudulently; and that, 
from its perithable nature, it is liable 
to ſuſtain great loſs in removal; it 
cannot be put on ſliore in open bays 
which ſinugglers frequent with other 
articles, but muſt be landed in ſome 
port. 

Can the Iriſh ſmuggler enter into 
competition with the American ſmug- 
 gler for the ſame article? Can the 
Irith ſmuggler carry with /im a ſut- 
ficient equivalent in credit or goods, 
to buy a cargo of Sugars, conſidering 
how much the French Sugars have 
riſen in price ſince the Peace? But, 


E, would the ſmuggler find an 
adequate

adequate advantage for his riſques 
and his voyage, conſidering the ſmall 
duty on Sugar, in compariſon with 
its value, and conſidering the com- 
petition he would meet with from the 
Sugars lawfully imported? 

As to the ſecond objection, it may 
be allowed, that as far as the Ack 
of Navigation 1s to operate as a law 
of Ireland, the execution of it muſt 
be entruſted to the Iriſh Revenue Of- 
ficers: To their cuſtody it was de- 
livered by Lord North and Mr. Fox 
in 1780 and 1782; and there feems 
do valid reaſon for ſuppoſing, that 
dhe Iriſh Officers are leſs worthy of 
7 traſt than the Cuſtom-houſe Officers 
in the Colonies, or even in England. 1 
There is the ſame pradation of of- |

explanation. The great purpoſe of 
that juſtly celebrated Law is, to raiſe 
the greateſt poſſible number of na- 
tive ſhipping and ſeamen.

greateſt number of excellent ſeamen, 


who by returning the moſt frequent» 


ly into port, may, be the ſooneſt 


had when their ſervices are wanted.

1 Wit can be imagined that nothing 
conſiderable will ariſe from it to the 
general ſupport of the Empire, muſt 
be, that Ireland will derive no ad-

Upon the whole of this intereſt. 
ing. buſineſs, let it be conſidered, 
that it is now undertaken, for the 
firſt time, to obtain a final ſettle- 
ment of every great Commercial 
Point between the two Countries; 
that this is brought forward upon 
the moſt mature deliberation, and on 
the fulleſt inveſtigation ; and let 
every impartial man decide, when 
he has ſeen. all the Evidence which 
is to be offered in ſupport of the 
Arrangement, whether it will be 
moſt for the advantage of this 
Country to acquieſce with a ſettle- 
ment which muſt neceſſarily unite 
the two Countries for ever, and pro- 


mote their mutual advantage, ren- 
dering

and ſtrength to this Country; or to 
xeject it, and abide by all the ill 
conſequences which will follow to 
both Kingdoms, by a revival of jea- 
louſtes, contentions, and jarring in- 
tereſts.
